Washington, Feb. 25.—During the 
general debate upon the army appropri­ 
ation bill in the house yesterday Mr. 
Johnson (Rep., Ind.), who made several 
notable speeches violently attacking the 
administration during the consideration 
of the army reorganization bill a fort­ 
night ago, returned to the assault, and 
delivered against the president and some 
of his advisors the most scathing philip­ 
pic heard in the house for months. He 
sneered at the president and the influ­ 
ence which he alleged controlled him, 
impugned his motives, questioned his 
sincerity and likened him to Dickens’ 
most contemptible character; charged 
his secretary of war with incompetency 
and predicted that the president would, 
In the end, be engulfed by adverse pub­ 
lic sentiment,

plv&sis, replied sweepingly in the nega­ 
tive. General Eagan was followed by 
Major General S. B. M. Young and 
} other officers who were in the Santiago 
campaign, and by officers of the subsist­ 
ence department. The refrigerated beef 
was commended, while the carnied roast 
beef, on the whole, rather suffered a# a 
sequence to the day’s testimony. Next 
week probably 15 witnesses will be 
heard, among them, perhaps, Governor

Secretary Long,

Probably he wants a fine 
ship there, as the American commission­ 
ers are about due, and will give weight 
to the American representations.” 
It is suggested from other naval sources 
that Dewey wants the Oregon to release 
a number of the smaller ships of the 
fi< < I for other Work.

Report on the Condition o f Busine**. 
The Export Trade. 
New York, Feb. 25.—Bradstreet to­ 
day says; Iron and steel and cotton 
goods have shared in public interest this 
week because of the urgency in demand 
and consequent buoyancy in prices. 
In 
the former industry the .striking feature 
has been the continued call for supplies 
alike of raw and of manufactured ma­ 
terial, not only on domestic, but even on 
foreign account and it is as yet too early 
to ascertain the effect of the numerous 
and heavy advances announced during 
the week upon the export demand. 
It 
is of course to be remembered that iron 
and steel are in active demand at ad­ 
vancing prices the world over and it is 
encouraging to find that export buyers 
of pigiron are following up their de 
mauds notwithstanding recent advances 
in this line. 
It is beginning to be questioned, how­ 
ever, whether this country can hold its 
xport trade in some products if present 
price tendencies continue. 
A} notable 
example of this is furnished in steel rails 
which are now up to a parity with quota­ 
tions in oth«r countries, and some busi­ 
ness is said to have gone abroad because 
of this. Iron and steel prices as a whole 
are from lo to 50 per cent higher than 
they were at this time a year ago and, 
considering cost of production aud out­ 
put, it is asserted that profits are but 
little below those of 1890. 
Since July I this season corn exports 
aggregate 107,711,178 bushels, against

We hunted all the night and all 
of the next day, and did not find the 
lost sheep until along toward night. 
But there they were, all herded in a 
little draw about five miles from home, 
and there was the faithful dog standing 
guard. The wolves were very plentiful 
in those days, and the dog had nctnaliy 
hidden the sheep from the animals in 
the draw. 
The poor fellow was nearly 
famished, as he had been for 80 hours 
without biod or ■water. From that day 
ho became a hero, but was so badly af­ 
f e c ts by hunger, exposure and thirst 
and subsequent overfeeding and petting 
that he died not long afterward.
